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Applicant's amendments after final rejection, filed on 06/22/2007, is acknowledged. In the claims of the amendment filed on 06/22/2007, 
claims 15 and 22 recite "the nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1". The SEQ ID NO: 1 has been changed by the amendment filed on 
06/22/2007 in view of change of seqeunce as shown in new Figure 5 and creates new issues or new matter. This limitation has yet to be 
presented for examination on the merits and if the amendment was entered, would require further consideration and a new rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Also, the newly amended SEQ ID NO: 1 is not filed properly according to the Seqeunce Compliance 
Rules. The newly amended Claims 16, 22, 27 recite "deoxynucleosides" or "nucleoside monophosphate" which are very broad 
terminology, which would require further consideration and a new rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. The newly amended 
Claims 16, 19, 25 and 27 recite "90% of its activity" or "kinase activity", which are relative terminology, which would require further 
consideration and a new rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

The request for reconsideration in the reply filed on 06/22/2007 has been considered, however, the amendment does not place the 
application in condition for allowance. The amendment to the claims filed on 06/22//2007 has not been entered because the claims as 
amended raise new issues requiring further consideration as noted above. See MPEP § 714.1 3. However, in view of the non-entry of the 
amendment, applicant's arguments are not found persuasive to overcome the outstanding 35 U. S. C. 112, second paragraph and 35 U. 
S. C. 102(b) rejections as set forth in the Office action mailed on 06/22/2007 for the reasons of record stated therein. 
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
